Follow me; and I will 
fishers of men.” Matt. 4:19. 


This is our blessed Lord’s command to 
His first disciples—‘‘Follow me” and 
then comes the promise—‘and I will 
make you fishers of men.” ‘Follow me.” 
Can’t you hear those words? He is still 
walking beside the sea of life looking for 
fishermen. He is still calling, and His 


voice goes out over the waves to those 


in boats casting fruitless nets into the 
deep. They have caught nothing because 
they are not really followers of Him. I 
saw one such fisherman several years ago 
who thought that he was following Je- 
sus. He had a notebook and in it he was 
keeping the names and addresses of the 
ones that he had “saved.” A few weeks 
after that, that same fisherman was in 
jail, soon paroled, and soon in again. He 
was the big one, over which he could not 
see. But hark! the sweet voice is still 
calling, “Follow me, and I will make you 
fishers of men.” Ah, but there are so 
many other things to be caught which 
look so alluring. Nice things, comfort- 
able things, elegant things, all contrib- 
uting to this world’s happiness; all use- 
less the instant we have drawn our last 


breath. 


Remember that the Owner of all 
things possessed nothing. The Son of 
man had no place to lay His head. “Fol- 
low me.” Can you do it? Can I? Beloved, 
if we could catch the paramount value 
of a single soul we’d jump at the chance. 
We’d forget the pain and shame of that 
following; we’d see men, men by the 
score, until our own _ individual net 
stretched and expanded until it embraced 
all men, every tribe and kindred and 
tongue. “Ask me, and I shall give thee

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General Overseer’s Annual Address at the 


36th General Assembly 


‘And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Wherefore criest thou unto me? speak 
unto the children of Israel, that they go 
forward.” Exodus 14:15. 


These words were spoken to the chil- 
dren of Israel in the early days of, their 
history, at the very moment when, so to 
speak, Israel, a race of slaves, came into 
existence as a nation, called by God to 
go forth and realize His plan. It was a 
terrible moment! After all the strenu- 
ous ordeal in escaping thus far, they were 
now encamped in an apparent trap. 
There was on the one hand an impassable 
range of craggy rocks, and on the other 
were Migdol and Baalzethon, which some 
think were forts or garrisons on the fron- 
tiers of Egypt. Before them was the 
sea. Behind them were the Egyptians. 
Like the Egyptians, who had already 
forgotten the recent mighty hand of a 
wrathful God, the Israelites had also for- 
gotten the marvelous manifestations of 
God’s deliverance for them thus far, and 
began to quarrel. They talked of their 
graves and wished that they had been 
prepared somewhere else rather than in 
the wilderness. The Israelites were all 
right when everything went well and 
smoothly; but when they saw the Egyp- 
tians hurrying behind them and the sea 
in front of them, they became so excited 
that Moses had his hands full to control 
them. 


There is a story in the books of the old 
Jewish rabbis which tells us that the Is- 
raelites all wanted to do different things. 
They had not yet learned to trust God 
and Moses in time of danger; so they all 
cried out at once, giving one another dif- 
ferent advice, wanting to do different 
things. There were four classes, especial- 
ly, among them. One group said, “Let 
us throw ourselves into the sea.” Others 
said, “The best thing we can do is to go 
back to Egypt.” Some said, “Let us go 
meet the Egyptians and fight them.” But 
still others said, “Let us shout against 
them and see what will happen.” 


To those who said, “Let us drown 
ourselves in the sea,” Moses said, ‘Fear 
not, but stand firm and see the salva- 
tion of the Lord.” To those who wanted 
to get out of their troubles by going 
back into Egypt to live once more as 
slaves, Moses said, ‘‘No, no, as you have 
seen the Egyptians today, ye shall never 
see them again.” To those who wanted 
to give battle to the Egyptians, he said, 
“Restrain yourselves, the Lord will fight 
for you.” And those who thought that 
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Go Goruard 


J. H. WALKER 
told, 


shouting would be useful were 
“You be quiet.” 

There was trouble on every side. The 
only way open was upward. Moses stood 
crying unto God. We know not a word 
he prayed, but he lifted up to God his 
heart, the language of which God well 
understood and took notice of. (And let 
us remember that God knows the lan- 
guage of sighs, tears, and desires, as well 
as of words. Don’t be discouraged. You 
can pray and weep, and if tears are de- 
nied you, then you can sigh. God knows 
your unutterable groans and can read the 
inexpressible wish of the burdened soul.) 





Overseer delivers annual address. 
Moses’ silent prayers of faith prevailed 
more with God than Israel’s loud outcries 
of fear. The Lord heard and _ asked, 
“Wherefore, criest thou unto me? Why 
should you press your petition any 
further, when it is already granted?” The 
Lord we serve understands our prayers 
even when we cannot interpret in words 
the burdens of our hearts. He hears us 
when we pray, and He understands our 
groans. 


Then when Moses got them all in or- 
der, he did what they had not thought 
of: he appealed to God Himself, and 
from Him came the command, “Speak 
to the children of Israel, that they go 


forward.” Moses had bidden them to 
stand still and expect orders from God, 
and now orders were given. They thought 
that surely they would be directed either 
to the right or to the left; but God said, 
“Speak to them that they go forward.” 
They were commanded to go directly to 
the seaside, as if there had been a fleet 
of transport ships ready for them to em- 
bark in. 

When we are walking in the way of 
our duty, though we meet with difficul- 
ties, we must go forward and not stand 
in astonishment. We must do the work 
before us and leave the results with God. 
C. H. Spurgeon wrote: 

“In a great thaw on one of the 
American rivers there was a man on 
one of the cakes of ice which was 
not actually separated from the un- 
broken ice. In his terror he did not 
see this, but knelt down and began 
to pray aloud for God to deliver 
him. The spectators cried, ‘Stop 
praying and run for the shore!’” 
When God’s orders are, “Go forward,” 

then even stopping to pray may be dan- 
gerous to our safety or progress. 
Go Forward 

These two words contain within them- 
selves all that is to be said about human 
progress. This passage may be taken as 
God’s marching orders for His people for 
all time and eternity. We can profitably 
look back upon the past only if we go 
there to seek lessons for the future— 
lessons that will bring to our hearts 
hope—eternal hope—greater power than 
there has been in the past, greater zeal, 
greater devotion to God’s service, loftier 
aspirations, higher aims, or the constant 
increase of the standards of man’s en- 
deavor. 

Forward has ever been God’s purpose 
in His divine government. It is one of 
His great watchwords—onward to that 
which is higher, more nearly perfect. 
Forward was the watchword of creation 
when first God looked upon the earth, 
then formless and void, and when dark- 
ness was upon the face of its deep. ‘‘For- 
ward,” He commanded, “until thy face 
shall be covered with light and beauty 
and thou shalt be the happy dwelling 
place of intelligent and happy beings.” 
Forward is the watchword of redemp- 
tion. Let us not despise the day of small 
things, because it is followed by the mil- 
lennium of peace and triumph and an 
eternity of glory.

It is necessary that the minis- __A_ €, Sells. 
try of the Church of God should 

wake up. It is not enough for us 

to maintain the work which we have. The spirit of Judaism 
before the time of Christ was that of maintaining their own 
organization, and of being satisfied with being a separate and 
isolated group. Those who were chosen to carry on were 
chosen as shepherds to preserve and care for those al- 
ready within the pales of Judaism. But when Christ came 
to earth, He did not choose for His leaders those who 
were caring for the flock, but rather the fishermen, and it 
was these words that He said to the Apostle Peter, “I will 
make you fishers of men,” and it was these humble, obedient 
fisher folk that left their nets and sacrificed everything near 
and dear to them to publish the glorious gospel of the Son of 
God. 

It is true that the gospel of deliverance started in the land 
of Palestine but it did not stay here. Energetic, zealous, cou- 
rageous, sacrificing evangelists left their homes and carried it 
into Babylon, into Egypt, into Asia Minor and across into 
Europe, planting the seed of the Church of God that was to 
grow and expand until it encircled the earth. These men had 
no salaries back of them; they had no surpluses to worry 
about but were pushed by that ever-increasing desire to see 
others obtain the same salvation which they had received. 

The latter day Pentecostal outpouring was spread in much 
the same manner. Upon receiving the blessed baptism with the 
Holy Spirit, men who had never had any experience in the 
ministry, or even in public life, sold their farms, stores, or quit

But we wonder, if that same self-sacrificing 
spirit which prompted a few men to leave all and carry the 
gospel, should get hold of every minister in the Church of 
God to the extent that they would be willing when not going 
into. new fields to sacrifice to help others so that’every servant 
of God would be working, what would really be accomplished 
in one year. The results would almost be unimaginable. While, 
therefore, we talk evangelism, preach evangelism, and sing 
evangelism, let us also sacrifice for evangelism, that the Word 


of God be not hindered. 


Planning and AT the Tennessee state convention this year, 
Working the Bristol district brought in a glowing 
report.

Historic Gu ph rates 


EVANGELIST DOROTHY DAKE 


As Euphrates has flowed from the 
mountains of Armenia (in ancient times 
called “Ararat”) to the Persian Gulf 
through the years, the decades, the cen- 
turies and the chiliads, she has witnessed 
singular happenings of the world’s his- 
tory. She has seen man trusted with 
wealth, prosperity and sweet fellowship 
with God on her banks. She has seen him 
wilfully break that fellowship, going into 
deepest depths of rebellion and idolatry. 
Man has reached his highest peak and 
lowest valley along her margin. 

Originally, her urge to break forth and 
her inspiration to flow came from the 
river of Eden, the garden of God, 
artistic in landscaping with overhanging 
ferns, tapering trees and thick foliage. 

True to the meaning of its name, Eden 
was a garden of “delights.” Delighted 
and bubbling over with joy at the sight 
of such a lovely garden and the Creator 
walking near by at the cool of day, Eu- 
phrates sprang forth along with Tigris 
and two other sister rivers from the 
mountainous plateau of Armenia. All the 
way, in the language of rivers, she 
gurgled, bubbled, laughed and praised 
God the distance of 1,780 miles, empty- 
ing her joy into the Persian Gulf. 

One sad day her laughing changed to 
sobbing and she wept her way those 
1,780 miles because the mother river, 
which in the garden parted herself into 
four, signified that the land of delights 
was now a land of tragedy. Even the 
tree of life was guarded by cherubims 
with flaming swords turning all direc- 
tions to keep man from its delights. Man 
had fallen and the results of sin rushed 
in, in the early days of the history of 
Euphrates. 

Sometime later Euphrates witnessed the 
greatest corruption on her banks that it 
is possible to see. Even the Creator re- 
pented that He had created. For the first 
time in her existence the river saw judg- 
ment poured out in fury, (and sober 
thinkers are aware that she is to witness 
one more judgment just ahead). The 
mighty deluge came and her _ waters 
mingled with those of the flood to drown 
thousands of antediluvian apostates. 

As far as Euphrates could know, man’s 
existence was all over. But, thanks be to 
God, it happened one morning after the 
waters were abated, the mountain peaks 
visible and Euphrates confined once more 
strictly to her own banks, that a lone 
ark (a single monument to the tender 
mercies and glorious grace of God) sat 
on top of one of the mountains of Ararat 
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or Armenia, maybe not far from where 
Euphrates originally broke forth in song. 

It was a new day of rejoicing and 
while Noah built an altar, sending the 
fragrance of a burning offering into the 
nostrils of God; while streaks of pink, 
yellow, green and orchid blended into a 
sky bow, Euphrates sang the second time 
1,780 miles to the Persian Gulf. Her an- 
them of joy couldn’t last long however, 
for Lucifer was at work. 


One day Euphrates noticed a great 
rebel, a city builder, walking up and down 
her banks in the southern section. This 
was Nimrod, the mighty, looking for a 
place to start his masterpiece structure, 
a temple-tower to reach the heavens and 
a city surrounding it. His ambition was 
a tower to preserve his name and the 
names of his followers, and a city where 
they could concentrate their rebellion 
and draw others to it. 


Euphrates watched as God struck a 
blow of judgment at these rebels. Above 
the gurgling, rushing sound of the river 
could be heard the yelling of workmen, 
furious and raging in anger at having 
lost their unified language and being 
divided by a confusion of tongues. Their 
rebellious brotherhood was broken up and 
they were forced to scatter. Others fin- 
ished. the making of Babylon, and Nebu- 
chadnezzar, during his reign, added much 
to the splendor of both city and temple- 
tower. 

The Lord most gloriously balanced the 
record of judgment upon Nimrod and 
his rebel followers by giving us a record 
of tongues of fire sent at Pentecost upon 
the obedient followers of the obedient 
Christ. Nimrod’s followers scattered re- 
bellion in new languages; believers glori- 
fied God in new languages inspired by the 
Spirit whom they received while wait- 
ing in a temple dedicated to the true 
God. ' 

Euphrates witnessed something else on 
her banks. Close to the mouth of the riv- 
er where she at first emptied all her joy, 
was a city—Ur of the Chaldees. Over- 
hearing a conversation between God and 
a man called Abram, who was leaving 
there, she understood that he should be- 
come a great nation. There were to be 
blessings for those who blessed him, 
curses for those who cursed him, and 
through him all families of the earth 
were to be blessed. 

Ur was given over to moon worship 
and Babylon pretty much to sun worship, 
but the altars of Noah and later of Ab- 
raham had kept the margin of Euphrates 


from being completely given over to 
idolatry. Now with the departure of Ab- 
raham her waters were left to flow 
through the moon worship, sun worship 
and other forms of idolatry, with her 
border lined with temple-towers. Would 
Euphrates ever see Abraham again, or 
any of his children? 


She caught another glimpse of him and 
his altars at Haran, on the great western 
bend of the river and considerably north 
of both Babylon and Ur. But at Haran 
(much given to moon worship) Euphra- 
tes had her last sight of Abraham. She saw 
his grandson, Jacob, who came to Haran 
for his wives and to tend Laban’s flocks, 
but after that there was a long period 
wherein she knew little of Jehovah's 
dealings or fellowship with humankind. 

Then, one day Euphrates heard a com- 
motion in Babylon. The place was being 
filled with hundreds of people taken cap- 
tive from another nation. Much brass, 
silver and gold among other treasures 
were being carried in. When Euphrates 
knew the straight of it, these were Jews, 
the descendants of old Abraham, origin- 
ally from Ur of the Chaldees. 


They had disobeyed God, taking up 
idol worship like the Babylonians them- 
selves, and now judgment had been 
passed upon them. Their glorious city, 
Jerusalem, was nearly mowed to the 
ground. Nebuzaradan, captain of the 
guard, burnt great houses, the house of 
the Lord, the king’s house and others, 
with fire. And now the Israelites were in 
Babylon where they could worship idols 
to their heart’s content. 

Babylon, built on both sides of Eu- 
phrates was soon abundant in luxuries 
but at the expense of Jerusalem. The 
streets leading to the river were guarded 
by brazen gates, some of them, no doubt, 
made out of brazen vessels once conse- 
crated to Jehovah’s worship by Solomon. 
The palace of Nebuchadnezzar, the king 
of the city, was prodigious in size and 
superb in embellishments. Its outer wall 
is said to have embraced six miles. With- 
in that circumference were two other 
walls, besides a great tower, where likely 
Nebuchadnezzar’s astronomers and as- 
trologers gathered to study the stars and 
try to interpret his dreams. Statues of 
men and animals, and vessels of gold and 
silver are said to have decorated the pal- 
ace which was furnished with luxuries 
from conquests in Egypt, Palestine and 
Tyre. 

No wonder Nebuchadnezzar after hu- 
miliating the descendants of Abraham, 
furnishing his palace with their vessels, 
and making gates of their brass, became 
exalted and said proudly, “Is not this 
great Babylon which I have built!” For 
this Euphrates saw another judgment on

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Question: Will you please explain. in 
the Question Box this scripture, 1 Cor. 
3:13-15?—R. A. P. 

Answer: Let us read the scripture to 
which reference is made. “Every man’s 
work shall be made manifest: for the 
day shall declare it, because it shall be 
revealed by fire; and the fire shall try 
every man’s work of what sort it is. If 
any man’s work abide which he hath 
built thereupon, he shall receive a re- 
ward. If any man’s work shall be burned, 
he shall suffer loss: but he himself shall 
be saved; yet so as by fire.” 

In order for us to understand these 
three verses, it is necessary for us to be- 
come acquainted with the entire chap- 
ter. The context shows that the Corinth- 
ians had become attached to different 
preachers, one saying, “I am of Paul,” 
and another, “I am of Apollos,” and 
Paul asks the question, “Are ye not car- 
nal?” He shows then that these men are 
only ministers, that Christ Himself is 
the foundation and that the ministry are 
the builders. This work is referred to as 
building or as watering but this watering 
and building is not deeds but rather 
work. 

We call special attention to the fact 
that in the material referred to three are 
materials that will stand the fire; three 
of these materials will not stand the fire. 
Man’s work at best is inferior and after 
he has worked for God, God will try that 
work which he has done. If, in his la- 
bors, he has placed material upon the 
foundation that will not stand the test, 
he will suffer loss; but if that material 
stands the test, for it he shall receive a 
reward. Let us illustrate it this way. A 
man who is called of the Lord opens an 
evangelistic campaign in a city. One 
hundred people come through to the 
Lord or accept salvation. In just a little 
while fifty of these who claimed to get 
an experience have backslidden but fifty 
of them stand the test until the end. It 
is this work that stands the test that 
will be rewarded. The incident in 1 Co- 
rinthians, the 3d chapter, just referred 
to, closely parallels the parable of the 
sower. Some seed fell by the wayside. 
The seed were just as good as that that 
fell on good ground but it was devoured 
by the fowls of the air. Some fell on 
shallow ground. There was nothing 
wrong with the seed but the earth was 
shallow and the sun caused it to wilt and 
die. Some fell among thorns. There was 
nothing wrong with these seed, nor the 
work, but the thorns or cares of life 
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choked out the seed. But some fell on 
good ground and it was this good ground 
that brought forth some thirty, some 
sixty, and some a hundredfold. There is 
that ground that will not produce and 
only endures for a while, but the reward 
of the Master is for that which is endur- 
ing and that the fire of judgment cannot 
destroy.

REPORT FROM INDIA 

Chengannur P. O., Travancore 

State, S. India, May 15, 1941. 
Beloved Saints, 

In March we wrote you a little about 
the work in the Tamil field. We praise 
the Lord because He continues to bless 
there. Since our annual convention five 
have received the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit in Madura. We have recently had 
letters from one of the workers in station 
Watrap. He wrote of how the Lord has 
been working in their midst. Two of our 
women workers are helping his wife in 
the work. One of these is Esther, a con- 
vert from Hinduism, who, at the time of 
her conversion, couldn’t read but she is 
now able to read the Bible well in her na- 
tive tongue; not only this, but she can 
also speak and read the Tamil language 
and is a valuable worker. It has been very 
hard for them to work in the excessive 
heat at this season of the year, but the 
Lord is giving them souls. 


One of those recently saved was .a 
ringleader amongst the Hindus, but he 
has given his heart to the Lord and has 
taken off the ornaments he wore. Be- 
sides, two other Hindus have also come 
to the Lord’s side and_ these three are 
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thinking of being baptized in water. They 
need much prayer for it means persecu- 
tion from their caste when they are bap- 
tized. This worker (Brother Thomas) al- 
so wrote us that his little son had been 
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very ill, at the point of death, with ty- 
phoid fever. Some who did not believe 
were looking on and thought it a shame 
for the parents to let him die without 
doing anything for him but pray. Praise 
God, after fifteen days the fever left 
the boy and he had been free of it for 
three days when the brother wrote us. He 
also wrote that he had been to Mangudi 
and six had been baptized in water there. 
This is where we have a fine church 
building recently dedicated. At Papana- 
sum, also in the Tamil field, another 
church building is under construction 
and we trust will soon be completed. 


Two of our main workers, Brother T. 
M. Vereghese, our field secretary, and 
Brother Benjamin, the general evangelist 
of the Tamil field, went on a tour to the 
Telegu field, in March, to view the field 
and to see what the need and the pros- 
pects are for work there. They held a 
number of meetings and are well im- 
pressed with the work done at our sta- 
tions. They have reported to us the need 
of workers and places of worship. 
Though there are many nominal Chris- 
tians, as well as Hindus, in that district,

Go Forward 
(Continued from page 3) 
tions and commands given in His Word, 
designs that men go forward. He urges 
His own to go on in the path marked 
out for them. Men are built for progress. 
It has been said that men develop only 
10 per cent of their possibilities. How 
vast then are our capacities for improve- 
ment! I heard one of our colored minis- 
ters at their General Assembly say: 
“‘Man’s feet are put on his body to carry 
him forward. If a man starts walking 
backward, people immediately become 
suspicious of him, as if he were slipping 
away from something. He has no eyes in 
the back of his head. Only calamity and 
disaster await him. Therefore we should 
go forward.” 

The little word go is familiar to every 
follower of Christ. It seems that Christ 
pulled together all the energies of the 
universe and compressed them into that 
little word. “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every living crea- 
ture.” A true follower of the Lord is 
always stirred by the spirit of go. A 
“going” Christian is a “growing” Chris- 
tian. A “going” church has always been 
a “growing” church. Those ages during 
which the Church lost the vision of the 
Master’s face, destroyed His written 
Word, and failed to listen to this per- 
suasive voice are known as the Dark 
Ages. But let us remember the Dark 
Ages have past, the true light now shin- 
eth. Let us therefore go forward. 

The Direction 

In what direction should progress be 
made? First, in obtaining more knowl- 
edge. The progress of knowledge is the 
first essential in order to make all other 
progress—a continual pressing into a 
clearer and fuller knowledge of God and 
His manifold revelations of Himself. The 
Apostle Paul, in his letter to the Colos- 
sians, expresses his fervent wishes that 
he might be filled “with the knowledge 
of his will in all wisdom and spiritual 
understanding.” Again, we notice in 
Philippians that the writer counted all 
things loss “for the excellency of the 
knowledge of Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
Among the main objects of his desire was 
“that I may know Him.” 

When we take a mental stroll through 
the wonderful writings of the Apostle 
Paul, we find him saying that there were 
heights above him that he had not scaled 
and depths beneath him that he had not 
fathomed and that, as rich as he was in 
grace, there were yet hidden in God 
treasures of wisdom and _ knowledge 
which would make him richer still. There 
is much to know about God. Down 
through the centuries each generation 
has received the measure of knowledge 
its predecessor had gained. But along

with the old, new thoughts have pre- 
sented themselves, not contradicting, but 
rather broadening out the old; and 
thereupon the enlarged and unfinished 
structure has passed on to other hands. 
We do not claim to know it all. Those 
following us will learn greater secrets of 
Christ’s love and power. 

We should make great efforts to ac- 
quire information, especially of the Bible. 
Be masters of your Bible. Regardless of 
whatever other works you have not 
searched, be at home with the writers of 
the Bible, the apostles and prophets. “Let 
the word of God dwell in you richly.” 
“Study to shew thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” 

Learn to discriminate always between 
truth and counterfeit. Remember to 
“prove all things” and to “hold fast that 
which is good.” Hold firmly to what you 
have learned of God’s truth, knowing 
first, that it is the fundamental truth 
of the Word of God. Otherwise, be lib- 
eral with your brethren. At least, give 
them the liberties that you yourself 
take. Second, go forward to a deeper 
life, a life hid with Christ in God, so 
that your life may bear fruit. We should 
not say that we are rooted and grounded 
in Him and claim the richer experiences, 
when our fruits do not reveal the fact. 
Let us go forward and build up our- 
selves in the most holy things, adding to 
our faith courage, to courage knowledge, 
to our knowledge temperance, to tem- 
perance patience, to patience godliness, 
and to godliness brotherly kindness, to 
brotherly kindness love. The addition of 
these graces gives us a sum total of a 
life plunged forward in God! We can 
reach the full measure of the stature of 
Christ only by a continual adding. As 
we look to Jesus, our example and our 
ideal, we have before us the ever-increas- 
ing challenge to resist the devil and sub- 
mit entirely to God’s will. Let us dili- 
gently worship God in secret and public, 
seeking the highest and best experiences 
God has to give. 

Brethren, I have never seen sweeter 
fellowship among us than has been man- 
ifested in the various conventions and 
camp meetings this year. Everywhere we 
met together, this heavenly atmosphere 
was present. But I believe it will continue 
to grow. I believe that God has a sweeter 
fellowship for us and that we should be 
more careful in our services and not al- 
low light, chaffy things to drive away 
the sacredness of the presence of God. 
Our songs should be soul-inspiring, en- 
couraging happiness, true devotion, and 
true consecration. We should have no 
time for dreanty cowboy songs but 
should sing songs about the blood, about 
redemption, or eternal life—themes that 


have stood the tests through the ages, that 
have been sung by millions, and that will 
never be forgotten. We should likewise, 
not waste our time with the so-called 
spirituals that are only a poor represen- 
tation of the heartfelt expressions of our 
colored people. There is something that 
they alone can put into their songs. 

Next, we should go forward to more 
complete service. Some have thought that 
religion is all feeling and demonstration, 
but this is only a half-truth, for “pure 
religion and undefiled before God and 
the Father is this, To visit the fatherless 
and widows in their affliction, and to 
keep himself unspotted from the world.” 
Our Lord warned that not every one 
that says, “Lord, Lord,” shall enter in, 
but “he that doeth the will of my 
Father.” One must work—watch as well 
as pray. The acts of the Apostles is a 
book of glowing memories, not just of 
the sermons and words spoken by the 
apostles, but of their deeds in promoting 
the greatest institution of earth—the 
Church. 

While we are looking for the coming 
of the Lord we should, by no means, be- 
come stargazers. ‘Ye men of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into heaven?” in- 
quired the angel of the disciples of Christ 
as they stood looking into the heavens 
after their Lord had ascended from the 
earth. It wasn’t time for them to gaze at 
the stars, it was time to work; and to- 
day, if we are looking for Him, we will 
be working. Did not He admonish, 
“Work while it is day, the night cometh. 
when no man can work’? 

Let us not spend too much time spec- 
ulating over some obscure passage but 
preach what we know and have experi- 
enced—preach the fully revealed truth, 
the life-giving gospel of the Son of God. 
It is high time to stop daydreaming and. 
to get to work. The adage is “don’t count 
the chickens before they hatch,” and we 
don’t want to spend time dreaming about 
what we should like to do. We must be 
up and doing. Let us go forward with the 
program! Let us get out and get people 
to God! We shall receive a reward for 
what we do. It’s what we do that 
counts. Some people want to pray about 
the program. It’s fine to pray for the- 
program, but after the program is laid 
down there is then no time to pray about 
it. Let us pray for it as we put it over 
with work! 

A prominent minister remarked three 
years ago that our mission drives would 
have to stop sometime, and predicted 
that that year would be the peak and that 
we would then reach the ceiling. That 
year our receipts were approximately 
$28,000.00. But instead of that being 
the ceiling, it wasn’t even the flooring, 
for this year the receipts were $83,000 
at headquarters for missions! And we 
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don’t believe that is the ceiling! There is 
now the greatest spirit for giving that 
has ever been witnessed in the history of 
the Church, a fact which reflects greater 
glory and honor to the churches, for the 
Master Himself said that it was more 
blessed to give than to receive. Is this 
$83,000 the ceiling? No, one thousand 
times no! Will we stop here? NEVER! 
This great army of Christian soldiers 
is marching ever forward. We are not 
in favor of recalling a single missionary. 
We don’t expect to keep things as they 
are, but we want to send more missionar- 
ies with the call of God and a burning 
zeal to lead the lost to Christ. The mis- 
sion spirit, the spirit of Christ, has a 
firm grip on the Church of God. We 
are full of glad tidings from heaven, and 
we want to spread them around the 
world. 

It is true that there are hindrances to 
our going forward in knowledge, truth, 
fruit of the Spirit, fellowship of worship, 
and in the accomplishments of our pro- 
gram, but we must overcome hindrances 
and win the victory. One district over- 
seer in reporting at the state convention 
did not make a long explanation about 
hindrances but said, ““We have no excuse 
to offer; we have done the job.” Do you 
know the feeling of joy and blessing that 
comes with having done the job? 
Churches that had never before raised 
their quotas and have done so for the 
first time this year, now say, “We will 
be 100 per cent from now on, since we 
see we can.” 

We can’t look backward and run for- 
ward. Had the children of Israel con- 
tinued to look backward, they would 
have met with bitter defeat. Some say 
that they wish we could just go back and 
be like we used to be. But, what were 
our tithes ten years ago? the profits from 
our Publishing House? our orphanage 
receipts? What were the receipts for mis- 
sions ten years ago? $2,270.63! This year 
our receipts for foreign missions were 
over $83,000.00 and the total for the 
four departments, $225,000.00. Do you 
want to go back? No! All we want to 
obtain from the past are lessons to help 
us in the future and records to show the 
gains we are making today. We don’t 
want to stand and gaze at the failures of 
the past. Peter looked around and back- 
ward at the lightning, the angry waves, 
and the dark clouds, and he began to 
sink. Then remember Lot’s wife. Let us 
keep our eyes on the goal and the prize 
ahead. Glory be to God! 

Another hindrance is to go around 
and around instead of going forward. 
When a person is lost in a forest or a 
prairie, he travels in circles. How un- 
pleasant it is and what little progress is 
made when ministers go around and 
around in the same routine—three songs, 
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a prayer, another song, the scripture 
reading, the customary sermon—with 
everything so stereotyped that even the 
children know the songs that are to be 
sung and can announce them ahead of the 
director! One thing that has always made 
the Church of God services, directed by 
the Holy Ghost, so wonderful to me is 
that one never knows what will happen 
next. Pray and believe God until the 
mellowing Spirit of Christ will touch the 
hearts of men and women and bring 
tears streaming down the faces of the 
faithful warriors and until the mighty 
convicting power of the Holy Ghost 
brings men and women, boys and girls, 
to the altar, where Christ waits to wash 
them white in His blood, write their 
names in the book of life, and make them 
children of God. We must not travel in 
circles but must go forward. 

Another hindrance is fear. While some 
are looking backward and others travel- 
ing in circles, many others are looking 
ahead and fearing things which perhaps 
they will never encounter. As the chil- 
dren of Israel looked at the Red Sea fear 
filled their hearts. Those that spied out 
the promised land looked ahead and 
said that the men there were as giants 
and that they, the Israelites, were as 
grasshoppers in their sight. ““We can’t 
possess the land,” they murmured. There 
is only one true fear and that is the fear 
of God. We should fear and reverence 
our God and keep His Word and then 
look ahead, not with fear but with con- 
fidence in Him who is able to give us 
victory. Victory can be won, and by the 
help and grace of God it will be. 

Has the Church of God been looking 
ahead and going on to victory? Listen 
to these reports: The increase in mission 
receipts this year over last year was over 
$36,000.00. The amount of the home 
and foreign mission receipts together was 
over $110,000.00. This smashes all pre- 
vious records and gives the greatest in- 
crease in the history of the Church, even 
after the tremendous’ gains that have 
heretofore been experienced. Well, we 
just can’t outgive God, can we? Look 
at the orphanage offering! There was an 
increase of more than $11,000.00 over 
that of last year! This year $35,000.00 
were given to the little boys and girls 
who have no fathers or mothers. The 
Aged Ministers’ Department shows an 
increase in receipts of over $200.00. 

Our records show that we have an in- 
crease of 293 new ministers this year. 
That means that we shall have more min- 
isters to proclaim this pure and unadul- 
terated gospel to the lost everywhere. 
Last year our ministers preached 735,000 
sermons. It. seems that every year more 
sermons are required to win people to 
God. Therefore let us preach more ser- 
mons and win more souls to God. Then, 


for a moment, look at the tithes! The 
increase of tithes in the local churches 
was $155,000.00, making a total of 
$782,301.70. Can you grasp the great- 
ness when we say that the tithes paid by 
the Church of God members and friends 
to the treasuries of the Church of God 
were $32,301.00 more than three quar- 
ters of a million dollars in eleven and 
one-half months? The Publishing House 
has made good and has closed a splendid 
year’s work with $26,000.00 cash in the 
bank. The last two years the cash profits 
were $50,000.00, or $20,000.00 more 
than those of the previous three years. 
The Evangel circulation increased three 
times as much as it did last year. We have 
more than 750,000 copies now flying 
over the mountains, hills, and valleys to 
carry good news to the many people 
throughout the Nation and the world. 
We want to launch out and send a mil- 
lion copies this year. 

The Lighted Pathway circulation has 
an increase of 20,000 copies this year 
over last. Approximately 360,000 copies 
are mailed annually. This means that 
more of the good, old time gospel is 
reaching the homes of the people of this 
nation and of the world. Look at the 
Bible School. Already the beautiful col- 
lege buildings at Sevierville are inade- 
quate to meet the needs of our Bible 
School and College. We must build more 
rooms for classes, expand the dining hall, 
provide additional practice rooms for the 
piano students, improve the library, and 
enlarge the auditorium space. We have 
simply outgrown those once spacious 
buildings, and the Bishops’ Council has 
passed a recommendation that a commit- 
tee be appointed to see that the necessary 
buildings are erected immediately. We 
praise God for the outlook for our Bible 
School and College. 

When you visit Cleveland and see 
the happy little girls at their nice home, 
swinging and singing merrily in their 
large playground, your heart will be 
greatly touched. We have installed this 
year a modern laundry in the basement 
of the Home to aid in caring for the 
children. Then just five miles out from 
Cleveland toward Chattanooga, you can 
see the new buildings of the Church of 
God Boys’ Home, which have been erect- 
ed this year and which are acclaimed by 
all who have seen them as an outstand- 
ing accomplishment. It is estimated that 
the value of the buildings and property 
amounts to approximately $75,000.00. 
No special drives are expected to be nec- 
essary to take care of the expenses, 
for we know you will care for the home- 
less children who come to us. I wish that 
all of you could see this modern dairy 
barn, wish that you could see the good 
grain barn, the fine herd of Jersey cows 
grazing in the pastures, and the many 
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acres of farming land, ideal for the train- 
ing of the boys. Our orphanage ranks 
among the best in the state of Tennes- 
see. 
While the Councillors visited the 
Home and were walking about the 
grounds, their attention was diverted 
from the buildings and grounds to the 
singing of some of the gospel songs by a 
group of the smaller boys gathered in 
one end of the building. They were not 
singing for their visitors but because they 
were happy and loved to sing, and no 
doubt, because they appreciate God's 
love and our care for them. 

Although, unfortunately, our records 
this year show a decrease in membership, 
we are not alarmed when we consider the 
fact that for several years we have been 
maintaining a list of inactive members. 
We have cleared up our records during 
the past few months and there appears 
to be a loss in membership; yet our 
working crew is the same—in fact, larg- 
er than it was last year for the work 
done by it shows that our actual 
strength is augmented rather than di- 
minished. ? 

The great spirit of evangelism and mis- 
sions has gripped the hearts of our peo- 
ple this year as never before. When a 
pledge to do our best in the future for 
the salvation of the lost was presented 
at the Bishops’ Council, everyone in the 
building signed it, and a flame of en- 
thusiasm spread from heart to heart. We 
realize that these are the last days. Jesus 
is coming soon. The times are perilous 
and millions are dying without God, 
without hope, without peace, without the 
saving grace of the Lord of Glory. On 
the battlefields of Europe not far away, 
millions are wounded and dying. Many 
others are dying from starvation and pes- 
tilence. Truly this is a time when we 
should know our God and do our best 
to win others for Him. May every one of 
us have a vision of the lost, spend more 
time in agonizing prayer for their sal- 
vation, and do our best to rescue those 
perishing all about us.

man from Jehovah. In fields bordering 


the river went the king, now a mere hu- 
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man of low estate, eating hay and having 
fingernails like claws, and hair like 
feathers. 

In those early days Euphrates heard 
marvellous experiences repeated by those 
who sat or walked beside her. She was 
familiar with the fact that Babylon’s 
king had thrown three of God’s faithful 
ones into a furnace, only to be startled 
by the dazzling presence of a Being from 
the realms above who stood in the flame 
to protect the faithful. The account of 
Daniel’s trip to the den where heaven’s 
holy Watcher had descended and with His 
own graceful hand sealed the mouth of 
the devourer, was told on her shoreline. 

Some of the important recorded visions 
unveiling the calamities of the future 
were given near Euphrates or had that 
river for their setting. The very city of 
Babylon, divided by its flow, was the 
head of gold in the great dream or vision 
of the kingdoms. 


Leaving the past and leaping the cen- 
turies, we remember that great things are 
just ahead for Euphrates. We read in 
Rev. 9:14 that the sixth angel is com- 
manded to loose four angels bound in 
Euphrates. Waters of the old river run- 
ning over their heads today, will soon be 
loosed. Where shall you and I be when 
this happens? With Jesus, if we are ready. 


The angels of Euphrates are those who 
will lead 200 million horsemen with 
breastplates of fire and brimstone, sit- 
ting on horses having heads like lions and 
from whose mouths will issue fire. By 
these one-third of men will be killed, 
giving Euphrates a part in the judg- 
ment of the future upon mankind’s re- 


bellion. 


Reviewing Rev. 16:12 we understand 
that her waters will in due time dry up, 
very likely in the same way that the Red 
Sea and Jordan dried up, to permit the 
passage of the kings of the East who will 
join in Armageddon. Historic Euphrates 
is now in readiness to take vengeance 
on mankind for filling her coastline with 
idolatry. But when the days of ven- 
geance are over, her waves will settle 
peacefully to enjoy the delights of a 
civilization gloriously cleansed by the 
Creator. She will see God once more in 
communion with man, and hers will be 
the special privilege for time ahead, to 
mark the eastern boundry line of the 
land possessed by Israel—God’s chosen 
and blest. Thank God, the storm will 
soon be over and Euphrates will sing and 
laugh and praise her Maker again.

one can hardly tell the difference be- 
tween many of the Christians and the 
Hindus. Our brethren confirm what we 
have heard, that many so-called Chris- 
tians there are living in horrible sin. 

We have just bought a plot of ground 
at Cuddapah where our Brother Doss is 
working. He is doing well at this station 
and in the surrounding villages; a church 
is urgently needed there and we hope to 
build one soon. Nellore is about 150 
miles from Cuddapah and there Brother 
Abraham and his wife are stationed. A 
church building is needed in Nellore al- 
so; it is a large city inhabited mostly by 
Hindus and Mohammedans. At present 
we have only five families in this large 
city. They are meeting in houses which 
are inadequate as the houses are small. 
When our two brethren visited them, 
they had to hold meetings on the road- 
side since they could not get a place 
large enough. 

Surrounding Nellore we have work in 
three villages, one being at Kondayapa- 
lam, which is about three miles from the 
city. Here some have received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit, and we have two 
families who on occasion meet with our 
church in Nellore. Another place is 
Kovar, five and one-half miles from the 
city. Here we have four families in our 
fellowship who are meeting in a shed 
which they have erected. The two visit- 
ing evangelists held meetings there, too, 
and four followed the Lord in baptism 
during their stay there. They also held 
meetings in Rajapalam, another village. 
Before they left Nellore, two followed 
the Lord in baptism there. 

One of those saved and baptized is a 
cultured woman, who, after a sad and 
disappointed life, finally lost faith in 
God and decided to end it all by taking 
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poison. However, the Lord was gracious 
and merciful to her and her life was 
spared. Later she again began attending 
places of amusement, not attending 
church, except the Roman Catholic one 
occasionally. She enjoyed the associa- 
tion of Hindus more than that of 
Christians and it was at such a time in 
her life that the Lord spoke peace to her 
heart through the ministry of our breth- 
ren. Please pray much for the work in 
the Telegu field.
